employment (aka - redesignated area).

Concern (SBC) 13 CFR 8126.103

v FOUR REQUIREMENTS:
— Must be a small business by SBA standards;

— Concern must be owned and controlled only by
US citizens, Community Development
Corporations or Indian tribes,

— The principal office of the concern must be
located inaHUBZone; and

— At least 35% of the concern’s empl oyees must
residein aHUBZone. * EETT
